It la now mln«d upon the large eatate
(43 000 acreM) of the Dauphin and Busauahanna Coal Com¬
pany situated in Paunaylvanla, and it I* nearer to the oitieg
of Baltimore and Washington than the ooal of any other re¬
gion. For eatiy ignition, durability of lire, complete com¬
bustion, eaay adaptation to tffe temperature of the weather,
»ud it* great power in generating heat, it 1* (Ac but coal in
the world. It hu the inflammability of the bituminou*
ooal, with the cleanliness of the anthracite, and a greaterdurability thun either. It burn* without making any loot
or vUlble smoke, and the combustion is. so complete that it
retains the fire until all tht ooal u cotuuiMcl. Not so with
the anthracites, especially the hard and heavy kinds, 'l'heydo not hum up, and hence thecommon troublesomo practiceof sifting their ashes to obtain more fuel. In burning the
Transition Coal there is no tootle, for the small coals madeby handling, burn as well a* ordinary coal. All ihould f>c
burned together. If screened at all the datt only should be
taken out.
A very erroneous impression exists with many personsthat the htaviat coals are the most economical for ordinary

purposes. This might be the case if ooalswere told by mea-
oirement, but never when they are sold by wsioiit. In
Taylor's valuable work, (Statistics of Coal,) the details are
given to show that 31 pounds of a free-burning rod ash yield¬ed more beat to a room in 16 hours, than 37 pounds of a
heavy white ash coal, making the red ash, at $6 60, to be
more economical than the white ash at $4 HI per ton. Any
person accustomed to use these heavy ooals will be aston¬
ished at the saving which can be made in burning the light¬
er kinds, when te»ted by the weight and burnt in a suitable
manner.
An apprehension exists with some that the free-burningooals have a tendency to clinker. Now, as a general rule, no

ooal will clinker unless a greater draught be appl led to it than
the coal naturally requires. No one would think of apply¬ing a bellows constantly to a fire made of seasoned hiokory
or oak wood, and It would be equally as absurd to apply a
blast constantly to a free-burning coal. But the heavy white
ash anthracites cannot be burht without a powerful draft,and without using a larger quantity of coal than the tem¬
perature of the weather sometimes requires. Various pat-tarns ofstoves, furnaces, cooking ranges, Ac., are invented
unnually to conquer this difficulty, but it has never been
done with complete success Inevery contrivance, however,which has been invented to burn coal, the Iraiuition vari¬
ety will make a beautiful Are, and no complaint will over be
made to a manufacturer or seller of grates or stoves when
this coal is used. The draft alone is to be regulated by a
damper. In introducing this new ooal for the firtt time,
prepared as it now is by steam power machinery for domes¬
